Who Have Been Warm Friends oi 


Thla Conn try. 


The fact is that the English public 


men who hare understood America, or 
v?ho have seemed to care to understand 
her, have, at least until recently, always 
represented a small minority. During 
the first century of our national life 
scarcely an Englishman of eminence 
was clear sighted enough to perceive 
America's real devotion .to great ideals. 
Our British kinsmen thought us a horde 
of grodgrinds and nothing else, whereas, 
in spite of a seeming absorption in ma- 
terial things, tho national life was grap- 
pling with mighty ethical and political 
ideas, which tho selfishness and irre- 
sponsibility of politicians might some- 
times distort, but could never stifle. 
Leigh Hunt, as Lowell used to remind 
us, could never think of America with- 
out seeing in imagination a gigantic 
counter stretched all along our seaboard, 
aud we bore Hunt's ridiciile with a 
complacency that was the more cheerful 
because his caliber and weight of metal 
were scarcely great enough to do much 
execution over sea. Cavlyle sneered; we 
remembered his dyspepsia and forgave. 
Ruskin emptied the vials of his elo- 
quent contempt upon our sacrifice to 
America's freedom and integrity; we 
abated no jot or tittle of our veneration 
for his prophet's message, while we 
strove to make just allowance for the 
vagaries of the hypersesthetic tempera- 
ment. These things it was easy to con- 
done. 


The Englishmen who have understood 


American life have judged it by some- 
thing besides tho f roth of the irresponsi- 
ble press and the antics of provincial 
"statesmen." Cobden's i'atal exposure 
of his life to do us service and John 
Bright's bravo words in tho hour of our 
distress can never ba forgotten. Tho 
memory of Thomas Hughes—alas! that 
wo must write "nftmory" now—will 
always remain a rich and fragrant leg- 
acy, to which, in a peculiar sense, wo 
aro coheirs with Englishmen, while the 
work of Mr. Bryce lias not only won 
our respect and gratitude, but is bound 
to leave deep impress on our life. None 
of these men was blind to the evident 
foibles, defects and crudities of tho 
strenuous life of au earnest mid virile 
people. On the other hand, uouo invited 
distrust by silJy attempts to flatter or 
cajole. But all were quick to recognize 
in American aspiration, achievement, 
and representative character something 
other and batter than mere bigness. 
They even ventured HOW and then tq 
spoak of these things us groat; but the 
words sits better on their lipa than on 


ours.—Prom "Duty of Englishmen to 
America" iu Century.

INVENTORS DON'T PATENT. 


Discoverers of Epoch Malting Dcvicca Took 


No Valuti to Keep Thorn. 


If you look back ou tlio history of hu- 


man progress, yon will find that none 
of tho great epoch making inventions 
has ever been patented. The man who 
lit tho first fire—whether Prometheus 
or the party from \yhoni he stole the 
idea, did not get a patent for it. 
Nei- 


ther did the man who made tho first 
wheel—in eve'ry aeuse one of tho most 
revolutionary, inventions in tho history 
of man. The same thing may be said of 
the invention of soap, candles, gun- 
powder, umbrellas aud the mariner's 
compass, or, to come dowi to our own 
day, of the steam engine and the elec- 
tric telegraph. 


Patents arc mostly concerned with 


small mechanical details imcl improve- 
ments—it may be in caudles or umbrel- 
las or it way be iu tho application of 
eteani and electricity—and, by means of 
those patents enormous profits have 
been secured to second rate iuventora, 
but tho greut iilpua and discoveries 
which underlie these details have been 
given to the world gratis.. 
• 


Thoro is a general notion that if you 


did not protect iiiventious by means of 
patents inventor:-; would coaso to invent, 
and material progress would come to a 
standstill. But history does not bear 
this out ill the least. Men with great 
mechanical gifts do not exercise them 
solely with a view to commercial profit 
any more than astronomers search the 
heavens for new worlds with an eye to 
registering patents and floating com- 
panies on the,results of their discover- 
ies.—London Truth. 


' MANICURING AT HOME. 


One Branch of a Business That Is Con- 


stantly Increasing;. 


Of the greatly increased and still in- 


creasing irambej: of persons who have 
their hands attended to by professional 
manicures, a considerable number now 
havo the work done at home. Among 
the customers at the large manicuring 
'establishments there are almost as many 
men as wcim-ii, Those whose hands are 
cared for at lioine are nearly all women 
and regular customers. Operators are 
Bent to them-at any desired hour from 
the manicuring establishments, and 
there are now visiting manicures who 
devote themselves entirely to home 
work. The visiting manicure acquires 
the art in a manicuring establishment. 
An apt pupil can learn the work in two 
or three months. Then she sets about 
building up a route of customers. Wom- 
en usually have their hands cared for 
onco a week. They are not likely all to 
want the work done at the same time, 
and the visiting manicure endeavors to 
lay out a route that can be covered 
without .loss of time and which will 
keep her constantly employed. 


More and more parents now have the 


hands of their children, both boys and 
girls, cared for by a manicure, begin- 
ning when the child is 6 or 7 years old. 
In the case of children, tho work is as 
often done to cure them of the habit of 
biting the finger nails as it is to beauti- 
fy them. It is sought to instill in the 
child a pride ia the appearance of the 
nails, and thus to prompt it to preserve 
them in good order. The work thus be- 
gun is likely to be continued for pur- 
poses of beautifying. 
• The dumber of people, men and wom- 
en, who now have their feet attended 
to by the chiropodist, as they do their 
hands by the manicure, has also in- 
creased greatly. The work upon the 
hands is done to beautify them; upon 
the feet, for comfort. It is now required, 
by the law of June 8,1895, that chirop- 
odists shall pass en examination by a 
board of examiners of tho Pedic Society 
of the State of New York. Some persons 
have their feet cared for at home, but 
much tho greater number go to a mani- 
curing establishment, in which chirop- 
odists also are employed, or to a chirop- 
odist's establishment.—-New York'Sun.

»PO subsidized by the gold trust or 
owned by syndicates, many of whose 
members are non-residents of the 
United States. They are, therefore, op- 
posed to the restoration of silver us 
that would injure the business of tlieir 
owner?. We see the Chronicle and Call, 
ot San Francisco, both of which a few 
months ago advocated free coinage, 
now declare for the gold standard. Mr. 
DeYoang, tlie proprietor of the Chroni- 
cle, is a millionaire, as is also Mr. 
Spreekles, the proprietor of the Call. 
Both have political aspirations, and 
while they hoped that 
the Repub- 


lican National Convention would strad- 
dle the financial question, they favored 
frea coinage, and published many con- 
vincing arguments in favor of bimetal- 
lism. Since the St. Louis Convention, 
which was controlled by JBoss Hauuu, 
director general of the trusts, the Call 
and Chronicle have been endeavoring by 
appeals to partisan prejudices and 
other devices of the small politicians, 
to get their readers to support the gold 
standard candidates, but in Nevada, 
while they ore making no converts, they 
are losing many subscribers. 


In the East, the papers which pre- 


tended to ba Democratic while uphold- 
ing Qlevelanclism und the gold stand- 
ard are now unmasking and opposing 
Bryan. The New York Sim, which a 
few years ago wanted the country 
placed upon a silver basis, and wiieh 
never supported a Democratic candi- 
date for President since 1876, has led 
the revolt against the Chicago platform. 
It has been followed by the Herald, 
whoso proprietor, James Gordon Ben- 
net!, lives in London and Paris, and by 
the Post, which oar Republican friends 
told us not very long ago, is owned by 
English capitalists. 


These papera do not represent the 


views of the " common herd," as they 
disdainfully designate those not of 
their set. They ore the organs of the 
gold brokers, the monopolies, and the 
syndicates, which favor tha gold stand- 
ard because it makes them richer, and 
their opposition to the platform on 
which Bryan was nominated, furnishes 
the best possible proof that they believe 
its principles to be in tbo interest of 
the masses of the people. 


KBALLY ASTONISHING.

Many people have a distinct recollec- 
tion of the distinguished gentleman

Administration for its efforts to de* 
monetize silver, and the 'fact that "he 
never told his love" for gold until Mr.

THE FIRST CARRIAGE IN MAINE. 


How a Minister Came to Bar It nat] Whj 


He Sold It. 


The Rev. Francis Winter v/as a na 


tive of Boston and a graduate of Har- 
vard college. He went to Bath early in 
[707, and after preaching ou probation 
tor the Orthodox church was invited to 
settle, which invitation he accepted. He 
•was ordained in the autumn of the same 
year. He -went to Bath on horseback in 
jompany with Lemuel Staudish. Mr. 
Winter came from Boston, where he 
iod associated with snch eminent men 
as Adams, Otis and Warren, himself 
Becoming an ardent patriot, taking the 
.ead 
in the Revolutionary measures 


adopted in Bath during that memorable 
period. 


Mr. Winter married Miss Abigail Al- 


don in 1768, and it is through her that 
.he Winters of today trace their ancestry 
jack to the "Puritan Maiden of Plym- 
outh." 


Three years after the marriage of the 


Rev. Francis Winter and Abigail Alden 
ihey started to visit a sister of Mrs. 
Winter, living in Connecticut, and in- 
tended to ride all the way on horseback, 
but Mrs. Winter became so fatigued that 
Mr. Winter sold ono of the horses for a 
carriage and harness. It was tho first 
carriage that ever oamo into Maino and 
was called a chaise. Traveling was so 
difficult that two negroes wore employed 
to accompany them with shovels and 
axes to clear theioad. Seveial times the 
chaise had to be taken apart and lifted 
over falleu trees. The minister's parish- 
ioners thought that it was putting on 
too much style for their pastor to ride 
in a carriage, and m consequence Mr. 
Winter sold it This was m 1771. It

Stiff Necked Ceremony In the Midlt of 
Bteh Trapping* -Mnunmceot Templet 
And Pstlaeea In the Forbidden City. 


After the present ciaporor ascended 


the throue of China his government 
yielded the point and agreed to receive 
tho diplomatic rorps in the same man- 
ner thnt they arc received by the sover- 
eigns oJf Europe. The first ceremony of 
tho kind, •which took place on March 6, 
1891, %as ail event in Chinese history. 
Tho membora of tho seveial legations 
nrrivcd at Pn Hua, or East 1'lower gate 
of tho forbidden city, at 10 o'clock on 
that morning in pcdan chairs, each es 
cortocl by two mounted officers of the 
Imperial guards. They were there met 
by the members of tho Tsnng li Yamen, 
who conducted them to the Shih Yung 
Kttng, the temple of the great nver god, 
when they wero offered tea and sweet- 
moats. An honr later they were escorted 
to the Tsu Knang Ko, or reception hall, 
a hunihomo building profusely decorated 
wiili gilded coveiings and ornamented 
v'ith gay colora Tho hall is approached 
by eight marble steps, which lead to a 
broad marble terrace. Around this ter- 
raoo M a balustrade supported by pillars 
of nurblc, pure \vhito and beautifully 
engraved. 


Tho emperor arrived about tho same 


time in his chair, which was covered 
outside and in with yellow silk, the offi- 
cial button on top being gold instead of 
silver pud tho ends of tho bearing poles 
being elaborately carved and capped 
v/ith gilded dragons. The deaii of the 
diplomatic corps, escorted by members 
of tho foreign office, was conducted into 
the hall, the sides of the approach to the 
steps, tho steps themselves and the ter- 
race being crowded with eunuchs em- 
ployed in tho palace and civil and mil- 
itaiy officers whose rank did not entitle 
them to enter the presence of the em- 
peror. Each member of the diplomatic 
corps was given a separate audience by 
tho emperor, who was seated upon a 
marble throne. As they crossed the 
threshold they bowed, advanced three 
or four paces and bowed again, then ad- 
vanced to a point between the two dragon 
pilluis, where a third stop and bow 
were mcidp. There a foreign carpet cov- 
ered tho floor of tho platform, which 
was about three feet high. 


Tho einbassadois and ministers stop- 


ped about 13 feet from tho emperor, 
vhero they rnado their speeches, which 
\\cio translated by an interpreter into 
Chinese. They then advanced mid hand- 
ed leltcis of cicdcucc to Pnuce Ching, 
who harl been standing on the left of 
tho cmroi'or 
Taking the papei3, ho 


ascnndrcl tho Btcpi, approached the t.iMe 
in izout of tho onipcror uud laid them 
upon it, not laicohiig until ho had (io- 
posilcd them. Tho emperor replied to 
tho speeches in the Mautehoo di Ucct aft- 
er tho diplomatists had rrtumod to their 
plawn betv.cou tho dragon pillais, his 
icmr-i-ks Lc.'ig translated into Chinese 
by Pimco Cbwg, konleccc by sentence. 
Tho exit from the hall wad made by 
walking backward, with bows at throe 
plares. 


Tho tides of tho audience hall were 


covered with insoiiptioiiK 
and rurt- 


pointings of enormous size. Tho coiling 
was composoi.l of v,ooika squats iy, 
feet in t-iai, divided by heavy rafieis, 
all gorgeously pviijicil with tho ditt^ou 
figures. Tho supporLug columns \vcio 
of roil lacquer, povoj cd with iignrcs ci 
gold dragons. 


On tho right of tho emperor ttood 


Prince Po, on his Jett Prmco Ko, and 
near him Prince Ching. The icoin was 
lined on either sido by two iov\u of li!rh 
officers of the Imperial gu.ads and 
chamberlains, many being princes and 
dukea of the imperial family. JMo arms 
were visible except the swords worn by 
the emperor and the princes. The im- 
perial escort, bearing long red lacquered 
spears, with silver points and a long 
tiger tail, could be seen just outside 
the doors. They presented a picturesque 
appearance. 
On either side of the em- 


peror was a straight stem six feet high, 
supporting at tho top what appeared to 
be painted imitations of peacock tails 
spread out, tho feathers indicating rank 
in China. 


Lengthy inscriptions in Mantchoo were 


engraved upon a marble plinth back of 
the throne. Six immense incense bowls 
of old cloisonne, each guarded by an 
immense cloisonne dragon of gieat 
value, were placed around tho platlcim 
while from the ceiling wero Suspended 
eight cloisonne lamps made danug tho 
Toa-Kuang dynasty. On tho tablo in 
front of the emperor, which v>-as cov- 
ered with yellow satin, oniTa ouiered 
with figures of drngons, WPS pL.ccd tho 
pipe of his majesty, a piece oi CMI ? 
jade and gold, the handle formed by 
the body and tail of a dragon, its mouth 
as the tobacco bowl. 


Within the pink walls that surrounded 


the forbidden city are several tenr-les 
and 40 or inoro palaces and other bni 
ings which aro occupied as residences 
by the emperor's immediate attendants 
and officers of the guard. They are all 
of one story and of uniform architecture, 
differing only in dimensions. Their ex- 
teriors are painted that peculiar white 
which Europeans have never been able 
to imitate and roofed with tiles of im 
perial yellow. Tha Fu Hun, or East 
Flower gate, is reached from tho Tiu lav 
city by passing over a tnarblo briOgr, 
handsomely decorated and bcaiing sev- 
eral tablets with inscriptions that be- 
token long life, prosperity, happiness 
and other blessings. Immediately before 
the gates are tho western gardens, hand- 
somely laid out in tho highest t.ifh, and 
skill in landscape architecture, and sur- 
rounding a lake that covers several acres. 
The nearest temple is dedicated to the 
great river god, and there the emporor 
offers sacrifices to appease that disorderly 
joas, who is responsible for the flood!) 
which so frequently devastate the low- 
lauds of northern China.—Chicago Rec 
ord.

THE ISTHMUS OF PANAMA.

They Do Not "Worry About Fine Hoiuei

"We had to remain in Panama bay 


three days before the steamer sailed," 
said a traveler who had recently retuined 
from a trip across the isthmus, as he 
lighted a fresh cigar, "and a friend and 
£ decided to spend the time exploring 
the boy. ^ We hired two West India 
darkies, who had a longboat, with a 
sail which could be utilized when the 
wind was fair, to row us around. Well, 
of course, w,o sailed up the canal as far 
as there was any water and saw the 
progress which had been made, or rather 
the lack of progress; but that is another 
story. 


"We shot one alligator and shot at a 


dozen more. They were lying along the 
banks of the canal sunning themselves, 
and looked exactly like logs to the inex- 
perienced eye from a distance. Upon 
nearer approach the log would suddenly 
become animated and would slide off tho 
bank into the water with a splash. 


"But what I started to tell about was 


a peculiar settlement of natives some 
distance np the northern shore of the 
bay. It seemed peculiar to me, but such 
things may be common down in that 
country. I am told they are. At any 
rate, it was a settlement of people who 
had kept themselves so far removed from 
the modern world that they had no de- 
sire for money. 


' 'To tell the truth, they have littlo or 


no use for money, but yet I have never 
before seen people who honestly cared 
so little for the root of all evil as these 
half naked natives of the isthmus did. 
It was a small settlement of perhaps two 
dozen houses. A dwelling consisted of 
small poles stnok up endways, an inch 
or so apart, to allow the air to circulate 
freely, with a thatched roof. Bach hab 
itation consisted of one room, open to 
the gaze of rll the neighbors through 
the spaces between the poles. 
"SHln this lived father, mother, chil- 
dren, pigs, dogH, chickens and any other 
animals in the posscc&iou of the family. 
The children, up to the age of 13 or 14, 
did not wear any clothing whatever, 
and the adults none to amount to *ny- 
thing. Bananas, cocoanuts and other 
tropical fruits grew on every hand, and 
there were plenty of fish in the bay, 
which were easily caught. 


"The members of tLe whole com- 


munity seemed to spend their time much 
us the alligators did, lying about sleep- 
ing uicl sunning themselves. When they 
wanted any fruit, it was to be had for 
tho picking, and the fish were secured 
almost as easily. It was a long sail in 
our small boat from the ship lying ai 
anchor in the bay, but we had startei 
early, the wind was fair and we arrivec 
at the settlement about noon. The na 
tives paid little attention to us and some 
of them did not deign even to wake U] 
as we passed. Others partly opened thei: 
eyes and listlessly looked up upon our 
approach, but when we had passed they 
v, out to sleep again without so much as 
turning their heads to see where we 
were going. 


"Our guides told us to pick as much 


of the fruit as we wished. We expressed 
a fear that the owners would object, 
but wero assured that they would not. 
So we picked a basketful in one family's 
back yard, if that fenceless town coulc 
be said to have a back yard. But we fell 
somewhat guilty nevertheless in walk- 
ing away with a big basket of delicious 
fruit without so much as offering to 
pay anything for it. We so expressec 
ourselves to our guides, so they told us 
to offer the people something—what- 
ever we pleased. 


"I took several small silver pieces 


from my pocket and offered them to the 
man who seemed to be the head of the 
family. He was lying with half olosec 
eyes near the entrance of his home. Ho 
opened his eyes a little wider when J 
approached, looking at tho coins in my 
outstretched hand, shook his head anc 
mumbled something which I could not 
understand. I looked inquiringly at the 
guide, who had followed mp. 'He says 
ho haa no use for it,' the guide inter- 
preted, and so we went our way, and il 
was starlight when we again reachec 
the ship. "—New Vork Tribune.
